BOTH ATROCIOUS AND WITHOUT JUSTIFICATION. 


And Yet the Public Was Not a Unit In Both Instances,- 


as It Should Have Been In the

Canton. Ohio, Oct. S—This seems to 


be a fitting and an appropriate time 
,o advert to two matters that will 
make their impress upon the pages of 
contemporaneous history. 


Within less than two years liie chief 


magistrate of one of the great states 
of the Union and the chief magistral? 
of the Union itself have been fouli? 
assassinated in open daylight. 


These two crimes are the foulest and 


the least justifiable of any that blacken 
as well as redden the twilight of the 
nineteenth and the morning of the 
twentieth centuries in all Christendom. 


The assassinated governor was Wil- 


liam Goebel, a man in the prime of 
manhood, who by his own exertions 
had risen from the humble walks of 
life, to be governor of Kentucky. 


The assassinated president was Wil- 


liam McKinley, full of honors and re- 
nown at threescore years, who also by 
his own exertions had risen from hum- 
ble surroundings to the presidency of 
the republic. 


Both passed through the fiery ordeal 


of political contests as the representa- 
tives of differing ideas of popular gov- 
ernment, but agreeing as one to the 
fundamental principles of constitution- 
al liberty and self-government. 


Governor Goebel was a Democrat; 


President McKinley was a Republican. 
The right of each, to hold his political 
belief was the highest right under the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
constitution. • Neither deserved 
the 


tragic death which overtook him. The 
assassination of both was equally un- 
justifiable, and the assassins of neither 
should be permitted to contaminate 
any community with their presence. 


Thp conspirators who plotted and 


the instrument who achieved the as- 
sassination of one, were and are as in- 
famously criminal as those who plotted 
and consummated the assassination of 
the other. The difference in station 
makes no difference in the crime, what- 
ever different men may hold to the 
contrary. 


The danger lies in the possibility that 


this form of crime is, by some possi- 
bility, to continue and grow in this 
country. If any considerable.number 
of men openly or tacitly justify the as- 
sassination of a governor from whom 
they differ politically, they deposit for 
incubation the ova which will hatch 
a new brood of vipers, ready to sting 
to death a governor or president of op- 
posing politics. 


It is with a sense of shame that it 


must be said that the assassination of 
Governor Goebel was either openly 
justified, covertly condoned or palliated 
and minimized by the newspaper press 
and the members of one political par- 
ty. This was the gravest menace to 
our political institutions that ever rose 
above the horizon. It presaged evils 
too horrible,to contemplate. 


The bow of promise across the black 


'cloud of President McKinley's assas- 
sination was the universal outburst of 
sentiment against both the crime and 
the criminal from the press and from 
.the lips of men of all parties.

Few 
railways of the state pay as much as 
10 per cent of their net earnings in 
taxes, while the great majority pay 
only from 6 to 8 per cent. 


"To sum up tne conclusions derived 


from these considerations: It is found 


j that the railways of the state are as- 
sessed for taxation at $105,000,000, and 
the horses at $47,0^1.000; that the rail- 
ways, so far as they can be identified, 
were assessed upon a higher valuation 
in 1S78 than they are now; that they 
only pay from 6 to 10 per cent of their 
net earnings in taxes, while capital 
invested in other classes of property 
pays a much larger percentage of its 
earnings; if their appraised valuations 
be compared with their real values, as 
determined by capitalizing their net 
earnings, at 6 per'cent, it is found that 
the appraised valuation is not more 
than 25 to 33 per cent of their real val- 
ues. While it is true that land is ap- 
praised at less than its real value in 
various parts of the state, yet in no 
considerable section is the percentage 
of under-valuation nearly so low as 
this. 


"The commission is forced to the ir- 


resistible conclusion that owners of 
railway property do not pay anything 
like the amount of the taxes which are 
paid by other people, either in propor- 
tion to the earnings received, or in pro- 
portion to the value of their proper- 
ties.

Rcsistencia Union Strives to Control 


3Iautifacturin» and Every Other 
liine of Bustuecs — Deportation ol 
Prominent Agitators of the Strike. 
Revolt Against Oppression. 
Tampa, Fla., Oct. 15.—United States 


District Attorney J. N. Stripling, who 
has been here several days mvestigat 
ing the labor troubles, especially the 
recent 
deportation of Resistencia 


strike leaders, with a view to adjust- 
ing the'differences, made his report to 
the attorney general at Washington. 
He describes in detail the trouble be- 
tweeu the striking dgarinakers and 
the manufacturers, and declares "the 
gravity of the situation can scarcely 
be overstated." 


The report reads: "Upon my arrival 


at Tampa I met a committee and re 
quested their co-operation in ferreting 
cut any violations of the laws of the 
United States. It was generally ad 
mitted that a number of the most 
prominent agitators of the strike had 
been compelled to leave Tampa. It 
was also represented to me that the 
strikers had themselves compelled a 
number of their own members to 
leave on account of the Influence they 
were wielding in favor of a cessation 
of the strike. I was unable to obtain 
any direct evidence of violations of 
the laws of the United States." 


The district attorney then deals 


with the differences between the em- 
ployers and the men, declaring that 
strikes have been frequently ordered 
from "frivolous causes," and charging 
the purpose of the Resistencia union 
"seemed to be not only to control 
manufacturing circles in Tampa, but 
to control every line of business The 
policy of the union was so oppressive 
and had gone to such an extent until 
finally, when the strike was declared, 
it appears that almost every man not 
connected with the union rose up, de- 
claring that the work of the Resisten- 
cia had already gone too far." 


Powers Jury Challenged. 


Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 15.—After the 


jury was completed in the trial of ex- 
Secretary of State Caleb Powers1 as 
accessoiy to the murd_r of Governoi 
Goebel, the defense challenged ihe 
whole jury, charging It with political 
bias and the officer-i of the r:ourt w:t'i 
packing the jury lor th'-j puipose of 
conviction. Bortusrles presented affi- 
davits and arguments, after which 
Judge Cantrill overruled the motion 
of the defense to disqualify the -'uiv 
and also a demurrer to the indictment 
to which the defense took exceptions

murderer of President McKinley Onlj 
26 witnesses will be present in the 
chamber of death when the sentence 
is executed. Czolgosz expresses no 
fear as to the electrocution, but says 
that he would not care to go outside 
of the prison, for he believed that the 
people would kill him. Since his con- 
finement in Auburn prison 
several 


thousand letters have been received 
for him at the prison as well as a 
large number of express 
packages 


containing flowers and fruit.
